For the purpose of constructing, maintaining , repairing, 
and operating, as an express toll highway, in accordance with the 
location approved by the state department of public works on No- 
vember 19, 1953, a road in the Town of Wilbraham, County of Hampden; 
for the purpose of constructing a grade separation at the intersec- 
tion of the aforesaid express toll highway with a public highway in 
said town, and for the purpose of constructing drainage structures 
and performing related work' at two locations in said Town of WI1- 
braham deemed neces&ary for earrying out the provisions of Chapter 
35^4 of the Acts of 1952, the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority, a 
body politic and corporate and a public instrumentality, does here- 
by take, under the provisions of Chapter 79 of the General Laws and 
the said Chapter 354 of the Acts of 1952, all of the land within 
the limits of the takings hereinafter described, Including all trees 
and structures (not including poles, towers, lines, wires, cables 
and other appurtenances for the conveyance of electricity and for 
telephone communication and not including pipe lines and appurten- 
ances therefor, however affixed to the realty) located thereon, 
situated in the Town of Wilbraham, County of Hampden, (with the ex- 
ception of Parcel 13, Parcel 15, and Parcel 19, title to which are 
already in the said Massachusetts Turnpike Authority) all of said 
land being taken in fee simple (with the exception of parcels E-l, 
E-2, E-3, E-4, E-5, DE-1, DE-2 and DE-3 referred to below), the 
supposed owners thereof, shown on a plan hereinafter referred to, 
being set forth in the schedule of awards hereinafter contained, 
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excepting and reserving from the rights herein taken all easements, 
licenses, and permits for wires, pipes, conduits, and other appur- 
tenances, for the conveyance of water, sewage, gas and electricity 
and for telephone communication now lawfully in or upon said prem- 
ises hereby taken, but with the provision that all said facilities 
shall be located under and/or in or attached to a bridge over the 
aforesaid express toll highway. 

Without limiting the scope of the aforesaid takings, the 
following rights ana easements are expressly included in said takings: 

1. The rights of easement held by the Socony Vacuum Oil 
Company, Inc., previous to the date of this instrument, in land in- 
cluded in parcels 8. 9. and 10 and in parcels 27 and 28 as designated 
on the plan, hereinafter referred to; said Socony Vacuum Oil Company, 
Inc., to have the right to continue the use of the aforesaid easements 
for all purposes for which they may be used prior to the effective 
date hereof until, In the opinion of the Massachusetts Turnpike 
Authority, the facilities involved have been relocated in accord- 
ance with the easements hereinafter granted. 

2. The rights of easement held by the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company in land included in parcels 13 and 14 as des- 
ignated on the plan, hereinafter referred to; said American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company to have the right to continue the use 
of the aforesaid easements for all purposes for which they may be 
used prior to the effective date hereof until, in the opinion of 
the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority, the facilities involved have 
been relocated in accordance with the easement hereinafter granted. 

Excepted and reserved from the rights herein taken are the 
following: 
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1. All lawful rights to use that portion of the Chicopee 
River which is within the express toll highway location lines,, here- 
inafter described. 

2. All lawful rights of the public to use,, by means of 

an overhead bridge and appurtenant structures, that portion of Three 
Rivers Road in the Town of Wilbraham which is within the express 
toll highway location lines, hereinafter described; also all lawful 
rights of the public to use those portions of Three Rivers Road in 
the Town of Wilbraham which are within the Three Rivers Road taking, 
hereinafter described. 

The express toll highway taking is for a portion of the 
Massachusetts Turnpike 5,605-94 feet in length, and begins at the 
dividing line between the Town of Ludlow and the Town of Wilbraham 
and extends in an easterly direction in the Town of Wilbraham to 
the dividing line between the Town of Wilbraham and the Town of 
Palmer . 

The aforesaid express toll highway taking is more fully 
described as follows: 

The main base line of the express toll highway taking 
begins at a point in the Chicopee River 80.50 feet west of the di- 
viding line between the Town of Ludlow and the Town of Wilbraham, 
shown on a plan, hereinafter referred to, as station 803 + 72.00. 
From said point of beginning the main base line extends south

said point being on the dividing line between the Town of Wilbraham 
and the Town of Palmer and shown as station 859 + 77-94 or said plan. 

The northerly location line of the express toll highway 
taking begins at a point on the dividing line between the Town of 
Ludlow and the Town of Wilbraham; said point bearing north

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11°-21'-16" east, 300 feet distant from station 815 + 19.00 of said 
main base line; thence extends south 68° -13' -46" east, 553.11 feet 
to a point bearing north 11°-21 , -16" east, 200.00 feet distant from 
station 820 + 63.00 of said main base line; thence extends north 
79°-49'-l4" east, 198.88 feet to a point bearing north 11 -21'-16" 
east, 273.00 feet distant from station 822 + 48.00 of said main base 
line; thence extends in an easterly direction 273.00 feet distant 
from and parallel to said main base line to a point bearing north 
ll°-21 , -46" east, 273.00 feet distant from station 829 + 00.00 of 
said main base line; thence extends south 11° -21' -46" west, 144.00 
feet to a point bearing north ll°-21'-46" east, 129.00 feet distant 
from station 829 + 00.00 of said main base line; thence extends 
south 79°-48 l -26 n east, 789. 16 feet to a point bearing north 
11°-21 , -16" east, 145.00 feet distant from station 836 + 89. 00 of 
said main base line; thence extends north 18° -48' -26" west, 5.78 
feet to a point bearing north 11°-21'-16" east, 150.00 feet distant 
from station 836 + 86. 09 of said main base line; thence extends in 
a southeasterly direction 150.00 feet distant from and parallel to

point at the end of the taking on the dividing line between the Town 
of Wilbraham and the Town of Palmer bearing north 07°-34 l -28 n east, 
185.00 feet distant from station 859 + 77-94 of said main base line. 

The southerly location line of the express toll highway 
taking begins at a point on the dividing line between the Town of 
Ludlow and the Town of Wilbraham; said point bearing south 
11°-21'-16" west, 150.00 feet distant from station 805 + 28.00 of 
the main base line, hereinbefore described; thence extends in a 
southeasterly direction 150.00 feet distant from and parallel to 
said main base line to a point bearing south 11°-21 , -16" west, 
150.00 feet distant from station 856 + 57.00 of said main base line; 
thence extends south 05° -38' -38" west, 50.25 feet to a point bearing 
south 11°-21 , -16" west, 200.00 feet distant from station 856*+ 62.00 
of said main base line; thence extends south 78° -38' -44" east, 
282.00 feet to a point bearing south 11°-21 , -16" west, 200.00 feet 
distant from station 859 + 44.00 of said main base line; thence ex- 
tends south 89°-4l«-49" east, 97-91 feet to a point at the end of 
the taking on the dividing line between the Town of Wilbraham and 
the Town of Palmer, said point bearing south 07°-34'-28' r east, 
191.59 feet distant from station 859 + 77-94 of said main base line. 

The westerly end of the express toll highway taking is de- 
fined by a line beginning at a point on the dividing line between 
the Town of Ludlow and the Town of Wilbraham, said point bearing 
north 11°-21 , -16" east, 150.00 feet distant from station 803 + 72.00 
of the main base line, hereinbefore described; thence extends in a 
southeasterly direction along said dividing line between the Town of 
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Ludlow and the Town of Wilbraham by a curve to the right of a radius 
of 6400.00 feet, 337.50 feet to a point bearing south Il°-21 , -l6" 
west, 150.00 feet distant from station 805 + 28.00 of said main base 
line. 

The easterly end of the express toll highway taking is 
defined by a line beginning at a point on the dividing line between 
the Town of Wilbraham and the Town of Palmer, said point bearing 
north 07°-34'-28" west, I85.QO feet distant from station 659 + 77.9^ 
of the main base line, hereinbefore described; thence extends in a 
southeasterly direction along said dividing line between the Town 
of Wilbraham and the Town of Palmer, south 07 o -3 i ■± , -28 , ' east, 376.59 
feet to a point bearing south 07°-34 , -28" east, 191.59 feet distant 
from station 859 + 77. 9^ of said main base line. 

The location lines of the section of express toll highway 
hereby located are further defined by bounds set thereon at angle 
points, points of curvature, and at the westerly and easterly ends 
of the taking, hereinbefore described. 

Access to, and egress from, said express toll highway is 
restricted, being permitted across the location and taking lines, 
hereinbefore described, only at tb^ places, for the purposes, and 
under tne conditions hereinafter specified: 

1. Access to, and egress from, said express toll highway 
is allowed, subject to payment of tolls and to rules and regulations 
of the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority, across the lines defining 
the westerly and easterly ends of the taking, as hereinbefore des- 
cribed. 

In connection with the construction, maintenance, repair, 
and operation of the express toll highway, hereinbefore described, 
it is necessary to change and adjust the lines and grades of two 
sections of highway in the Town of Wilbraham, County of Hampden, in 
accordance with the provisions of Chapter 35^ of the Acts of 1952, 
being described as follows: 
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The taking for this purpose (hereinafter referred to as 
the Three Rivers Road taking) is Tor widening and changing the grade 
and alignment of Three Rivers Road in the Town of Wilbraham so as to 
accommodate the same to the design of a grade separation at the in- 
tersection of said road with the express toll highway, hereinbefore 
described, and consists of two sections, one being north of and 
abutting the northerly location line of the express toll highway, 
hereinbefore described, and the other being south of and abutting 
the southerly location line of the aforesaid express toll highway. 

The taking for the alteration of Three Rivers Road is 

more fully described as follows: 

The auxiliary base line for said Three Rivers Road taking, 
begins at a point in the existing location of Three Rivers Road in 
the Town of Wilbraham, said point bearing south l8°-54'-24' ; east, 
415.03 feet distant from station 838 + 34.71 of the main base line, 
hereinbefore described, and shown on the plan hereinafter referred 
to as station 16 + 50.00.

The taking line for said alteration of Three Rivers Road 
on the northerly side of the express toll highway begins at a point 
on the northerly location line of the express toll highway, herein-

thence extends in a northeasterly direction 10.00 feet to a point on 
the westerly side of said Three Rivers Road, said point bearing south

auxiliary base line; thence extends in a northwesterly and then nor- 
therly direction along the westerly street line of said Three Rivers 
Road to a point of angle at the end of the taking, said point bearing 
south 87°-51'-06" east, 19.00 feet distant from station 29 + 54.00 of 
said auxiliary base line; thence extends north 87°-51'-06" east, 40.00

tends in a westerly direction along said northerly location line 
144.00 feet to the point of beginning. 

The taking line for said alteration of Three Rivers Road 
on the southerly side of the express toll highway begins at a point 
in the southerly location line of the express toll highway, herein- 
before described, said point bearing south 11°-21 , -16" west, 150.00 
feet distant from station 839 + 92.00 of the main base line, herein- 
before described*, thence extends south 4° -32 ' -53" east, 166.40 feet 
to a point of angle bearing north 71 o -05'-36" east, 19.00 feet dis- 
tant from station 16 + 95.00 of the auxiliary base line, hereinbe- 
fore described; thence extends in a southerly direction 19.00 feet 
distant from and parallel to said auxiliary base line to a point 
bearing north 71°-05 ' -36" east, 19.OO feet distant from station 
16 + 50.00 of said auxiliary base line; thence extends south 
71° -05 * -36" west, 37.00 feet to a point of angle bearing south 
71°-05'-36 n west, 18.00 feet distant from station 16 + 50.00 of said 
auxiliary base line; thence extends in a northerly direction 18.00 
feet distant from and parallel to said auxiliary base line to a point 
of angle bearing south 71° -05' -36" west, 18.00 feet distant from sta- 
tion 17 + 14,00 of said auxiliary base line; thence extends north 
27°-34 '-22" west, 208.59 feet to a point on said southerly location 
line, bearing south 11° -21' -16" west, 150.00 feet distant from sta- 
tion 838 + 65.00 of said main base line; thence extends along the said 
southerly location line in an easterly di"°ctlonl26.00 feet to the 
point of beginning. 

The lines defining the aforesaid Three Rivers Road taking 
are further defined by bounds set at angle points and points of 
curvature. 

A permanent easement is hereby taken, in behalf of the 
Massachusetts Turnpike Authority, in a parcel of land included with- 
in the limits of the express toll highway taking, hereinbefore des- 
cribed, and designated on the plan of said taking as parcel E-l, 
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said easement consisting of the right to construct, maintain, repair, 
and operate an express toll highway by means of an overhead highway 
bridge and appurtenant structures, in and over said land and the 
Chicopee River of which said land constitutes a portion of the bed. 
Said land and the water flowing over it shall remain subject to any 
lawful use by the public and others having rights therein which will 
not interfere with the construction, maintenance, repair, and opera- 
tion of the aforesaid express toll highway. 

A permanent easement is hereby taken, in behalf of the 
Massachusetts Turnpike Authority, in a parcel of land included with- 
in the limits of the express toll highway taking, hereinbefore des-* 
cribed, and designated on the plan of said taking as Parcel K-2, said 
easement consisting of the right to construct, maintain, repair, and 
operate an express toll highway in and over said land. 

A permanent easement is hereby taken, in behalf of the 
Massachusetts turnpike Authority, in a parcel of land included with- 
in the limits of the express toll highway taking, hereinbefore des- 
cribed, and designated on the plan of said taking as Parcel £-3, 
said easement consisting of the right to construct, maintain, repair, 
and operate an express toll highway in and over said land. Said land 
shall remain subject to any lawful use by the public, by means of an 
overhead bridge and appurtenant structures in and over said land, 
which will not interfere with the construction, maintenance, repair, 
and operation of the aforesaid express toll highway. 

Permanent easements are hereby taken, in behalf of the 
Massachusetts Turnpike Authority, in two parcels of land included 
within the limits of the Three Rivers Road taking, hereinbefore des- 
cribed, and designated on the plan of said taking as Parcel E-4 and

Parcel E-5, said easements consisting of the right to alter and/or 
reconstruct and to change the grade and alignment of Three Rivers 
Road to accommodate the same to the design of a grade separation 
at the intersection of said road with the express toll highway, 
hereinbefore described. Said land shall remain subject to any use 
by the public which will not interfere with the construction, main- 
tenance, repair, and operation of the aforesaid express toll highway, 
or the alteration and/or reconstruction of Three Rivers Road. 

A permanent easement is hereby taken, in behalf of the 
Massachusetts Turnpike Authority, in a parcel of land adjoining and 
abutting the northerly taking line of the Three Rivers Road taking, 
hereinbefore described, and designated on the plan, hereinafter re- 
ferred to, as Parcel DE-1.

feet to an iron pipe, as shown on the plan, hereinafter referred to; 
thence extends in a southerly direction along the common property 
line of land of said Edward P. & Ella W. Lindsay and land of George 
E. & Bernice A. Moore, 146.00 feet to a point on said northerly lo- 
cation line; thence extends in an easterly direction along said nor- 
therly location line, 219.00 feet to the point of beginning. 

An easement is hereby granted to the Socony Vacuum Oil 

Company, Inc., its successors and assigns, within a portion of the 
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express toll highway taking, hereinbefore described. Said easement 
consists of the right, subject to the regulations of the Massachusetts 
Turnpike Authority, to lay, construct, maintain, repair, replace, and 
remove, from time to time, one or more lines of underground pipe, for 
the transportation of petroleum, gas and petroleum products under- 
ground within the limits of said portion of the express toll highway 
taking. Said easement, designated on the plan hereinafter referred 
to as Parcel EG-1, is more fully described as follows: 

The easement is bounded on the north and south by the nor- 
therly and southerly location lines of the express toll highway, 
hereinbefore described. The westerly boundary of said easement 
passes through station 814 + 99.00 of the main base line, hereinbe- 
fore described, on a bearing of north 19°-01'-l6 11 east, and the 
easterly boundary of said easement is defined by a line 33.00 feet 
distant from and parallel to the westerly boundary, herein described. 

An easement is hereby granted to the American Telephone 
and Telegraph' Company, its associates and allied companies, their 
successors and assigns, within a portion of the express toll high- 
way taking, hereinbefore described. Said easement consists of the 
right, subject to the regulations of the Massachusetts Turnpike 
Authority, to lay, construct, reconstruct, operate and maintain 
lines of wires and cables, for the purpose of telephone and tele- 
graph communication, underground within the limits of said portion 
of the express toll highway taking. Said easement, designated on 
the plan hereinafter referred to as Parcel EG-2, is more fully 
described as follows: 

The easement is bounded on the north and south by the 
northerly and southerly location lines of the express toll highway, 
hereinbefore described. The westerly boundary of said easement 
passes through station 823 + 61.00 of the main base line, herein- 
before described, on a bearing of north 55° -51 '-16" east; and the 
easterly boundary of said easement is defined by a line 100.00 
feet distant from and parallel to the westerly boundary herein 

described. 
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An easement is hereby granted to the Socony Vacuum Oil 
Company, Inc., its successors and assigns, within a portion of the 
express toll highway taking, hereinbefore described. Said easement 
consists of the right, subject to the regulations of the Massachu- 
setts Turnpike Authority, to lay, construct, maintain, repair, re- 
place, and remove, from time to time, one or more lines of under- 
ground pipe, for the transportation of petroleum gas and products 
underground within the limits of said portion of the express toll 
highway taking. Said easement, designated on the plan hereinafter 
referred to as Parcel EG-3, is more fully described as follows: 

The easement is bounded on the north and south by the 
northerly and southerly location lines of the express toll highway, 
hereinbefore described. The westerly boundary of said easement 
passes from the said southerly location line through station 
855 + 05.00 of 'the main base line, hereinbefore described, on a 
bearing of north 25° -00' -00" west, to a point 300 feet distant from 
said southerly location line, thence extends north 53°-30*-00" west, 
139*00 feet to the said northerly location line; the easterly bound- 
ary of said easement is defined by a line 33.00 feet distant from 
and parallel to the westerly boundary herein described. 

The aforesaid express toll highway taking and Three Rivers 
Road taking are shown on a plan signed by P. H. Kitfield, Chief En- 
gineer, prepared by the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority, and on file 
in its office, said plan being entitled: "Plan for the location of 
an Express Toll Highway known as MASSACHUSETTS TURNPIKE in the Town 
of WILBRAHAM, HAMPDEN COUNTY, as prepared by the MASSACHUSETTS TURN- 
PIKE AUTHORITY Date April ?, 1955 scale: 40 feet to the 
inch, " an attested copy of which is to be recorded with this order 
of taking in the Registry of Deeds for Hampden County, at Springfield, 
Massachusetts.
